SURVEILLANCE cam¬ 
eras are to be installed at 
a park which has been 
plagued with long-run¬ 
ning problems of drug 
dealers, street drinkers 
and anti-social behaviour. 

CCTV is one of the mea¬ 
sures Haringey Council is 
planning for Ducketts Com¬ 
mon, near Turnpike Lane, as it 
and the police take action to 
rid the area of illegal activity 
and nuisance behaviour. 

It comes after the council’s 
enforcement and anti-social 
behaviour teams visited the 
area following concerns raised 
by park users and residents. 

They dispersed 10 men who 
were drunk or drinking in the 
park, issued two fixed penalty 
notices for littering, visited 


eight shops and removed two 
electricity metres which had 
been illegally and dangerously 
tampered with, as well as 
encouraging residents to 
report anti-social behaviour. 

Bernice Vanier, Haringey 
Council’s cabinet member for 
communities, said: “Ducketts 
Common is a vibrant and pop¬ 
ular open space that is much¬ 
loved by the local community, 
but we know there are some 
problems and it is important 
that both we and the police 
continue to have a high pres¬ 
ence there, while we work 
towards making it an even 
safer, cleaner and more wel¬ 
coming place to visit. 

“We will continue working 
closely with residents, busi¬ 
nesses and groups such as the 
Friends of Ducketts Common 
to improve this open space and 
the surrounding area.”

Labour's Edmonton MP backs Jeremy Corbyn

AN MP who swept to victory 
in May’s general election is 
heralding Corbynmania as 
the antidote to political apathy 
among disillusioned and dis¬ 
enfranchised voters across 
the country. 

Kate Osamor was one of the 
first MPs to show her support 
for Jeremy Corbyn when he 
was struggling to get the 35 
pledges needed to get his name 
on the Labour leadership ballot. 

As an ally of the front-runner 
in the race to be crowned the 
next leader of the Labour 
Party, the MP for Edmonton 
has seen at first hand how the 
momentum around his cam¬ 


paign has built to fever pitch in 
recent weeks. 

“An example of how ener¬ 
gised his campaign is, I went 
along to a phone bank - where 
volunteers call voters to gather 
support - and there were five 
rooms of volunteers, many of 
them using their own phones,” 
she told the Advertiser. 

“In my years of campaigning 
and being involved in politics I 
have never seen anything like 
this. This level of energy and 
passion - it doesn’t happen. 
No matter what you think of 
him, people are responding to 
him - they are responding to 
what he stands for.” 

Despite the seemingly 
unstoppable groundswell of 
support for the only anti¬ 


austerity candidate in the 
running to lead the party, 
senior Labour figures have 
been lining up in recent weeks 
to warn of the dangers of elect¬ 
ing Mr Corbyn. 

“Those attacking his sup¬ 
porters need to get the mes¬ 
sage that the politics of the 
1990s and the 2000s are not 
want people want anymore,” 
added Ms Osamor. 

“People don’t trust politi¬ 
cians any more - they want 
people who look and sound 
like them to represent them. I 
found that out first hand when 
I campaigned in Edmonton.” 

With Mr Corbyn under attack 
from inside the party, some 
have suggested that Labour 
will split, no matter what the

outcome of the ballot is. 

“I was listening to John 
Prescott and I agree with him,” 
said Ms Osamor. “We must not 
be talking about setting up 
other parties.” 

Mr Prescott’s warning at a 
rally for Andy Burnham came 
after speculation that two 
prominent members of the 
shadow cabinet - Chuka 
Umunna and Tristram Hunt - 
are setting up a subset of the 
party called the Labour Group 


for the Common Good in 
opposition to those who back 
Mr Corbyn. 

“I don’t know exactly what 
the party will look like at the 
end of September,” Ms 
Osamor said. “There will be 
anger and there are always 
groups that disagree within 
any party, but we have to try 
and work harmoniously,” . 

The winner of the leadership 
contest will be announced on 
September 12. 


Furniture 
firm fined 
over fire 
danger 


A COMPANY has been fined £6,000 
after selling furniture that failed to 
comply with fire safety regulations. 

Enfield Council trading standards 
inspectors bought a sofa from Oda 
Mobilya, based in Hertford Road, 
Edmonton, in December 2014 - and 
following tests it failed to meet strict 
fire resistant requirements. 

Officials from Lewisham Council in 


south London also carried out tests on a 
sofa bought from another branch of the 
same company. 

Trading standards officers issued a 
suspension notice and gathered 
evidence for a prosecution, which was 
heard at Tottenham Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday. 

In addition to the fine, Enfield Council 
is to receive £1,547 towards costs, plus 


an additional payment of a £120 
victim surcharge. 

Daniel Anderson, cabinet member for 
environment, said: “Enfield Council 
will always prosecute companies that 
sell shoddy or dangerous items in our 
borough. I am delighted to hear that 
this company has been brought to book 
and urge anyone buying a sofa or bed to 
ensure they carry the fire safety mark.”

Brave Jiangbei’s all set for 
a stint on the ocean waves

JIANGBEI Zhu is about to experience 
heaven and hell on the high seas as she 
sets sail on Sunday on the adventure of 
a lifetime. 

Enormous swells and dangerous 70- 
foot waves whipped up by hurricane 
force winds await the 22-year-old 
from Southgate - together thankfully 
with more tranquil seas - as she and 
700 other novice sailors take part in 
the 11-month-long Clipper Round the 
World Yacht Race. 

Jiangbei, who lives in Oxford 
Avenue, moved to the UK from China 
when she was 15 to go to boarding 
school and applied for what’s been 
dubbed one of the toughest endurance 
challenges on the planet after her rela¬ 
tionship with her boyfriend of two 
years broke up because he wanted to 
get married and she didn’t. 

The former architecture student at 
Central Saint Martin’s College of Art, 
in Bloomsbury, in central London, 
also possesses a degree in psychology, 
which she gained in China, and said: 
“I suddenly realised I had too much I 
hadn’t done in my life to be tied down 
so young. 

“I’d seen the poster for the race on 
the Underground and it was something 
which appealed to me.” 

Originally from Shanghai, Jiangbei 
will set off in one of the dozen 70ft 
ocean racing yachts manned by a pro¬ 
fessional skipper and crew of 23 from 
St Katharine Docks, in London’s Dock¬ 
lands, travelling 40,000 nautical miles. 

The biennial race is split into eight 
legs with 16 individual races and is 


not for the faint-hearted, crossing 
the world’s most challenging oceans 
and faced by some of the harshest 
weather conditions. 

Most participants usually do one 
or two legs as it costs them about 
£3,000 a leg and some save for years 
to take part. 

Jiangbei is undertaking the full 
circumnavigation at a cost of £45,000, 
which she has borrowed from her 
wealthy father - the owner of one 
of China’s largest sewing machine 
manufacturers. 

She has no previous sailing experi¬ 
ence and for the past month she has 
been undergoing intensive training 
aboard a clipper at Gosport on the 
south coast, in Hampshire, being 
taught how to sail and learning about 
survival skills. 

However, deep water holds no fear 
for her for as she is a top free diver - 
plunging to lung-busting depths with¬ 
out an oxygen tank before resurfacing. 
She is ranked fourth best in China and 
can hold her breath under water for 
four-and-a-half minutes. 

Her mother will wave her off, having 
travelled to England from China, and 
Jiangbei will be reunited with her fam¬ 
ily when the race’s Asia-Pacific leg is 
completed at the port of Qingdao, in 
Shandong province. 

“It will be a test of physical and 
emotional endurance,” said Jiangbei. 

“The living conditions are cramped 
and the crews have to do four-hour and 
six-hour watches, which can be 
exhausting, but they’ll be dead calms, 
beautiful sunsets, literally a whole 
blanket of stars and it really will be a 
life-changing experience,” she added.

THE ICF Canoe World 
Slalom Championships 
2015 are coming to Lee 
Valley White Water Cen¬ 
tre - and we have two 
pairs of weekend passes 
up for grabs.

THE game was up for the former bosses of 
a laser combat centre who have been fined 
for running unhygienic premises. 

Tottenham Magistrates’ Court handed out 
a £4,000 fine last Thursday after a public 
inspection in June 2014 deemed the kitchen 
at Enfield Quasar, in Queensway, Ponders 
End, was a public health hazard. 

Equipment was reported to be extremely 
dirty with poor storage facilities and 
uncooked food delivered to children and 
families at the games complex. 

The fine will contribute towards council 
costs of £2,025, as well as a victim sur¬ 
charge of £120. 

A return visit by council inspectors in 
September 2014 saw an improvement in 
hygiene levels at the kitchen, with three 


members of staff booked on a food and 
safety hygiene for catering course. 

The venue is now under new management 
and the premises now fully comply with 
health and safety regulations. 

Enfield Council’s cabinet member for 
environment Daniel Anderson said: “It is 
completely unacceptable for places which 
sell food to endanger the health of 
customers by failing to take proper 
precautions and operating filthy and 
unhygienic premises. 

“The council does not tolerate businesses 
who cannot or will not comply with the law 
and we will continue to close down dirty or 
unhygienic food premises that endanger the 
health of our residents. 

“I am delighted to hear that, under 
new management, Enfield Quasar has 
now passed all its health inspections,” added 
Mr Anderson.

Going into battle

BUSINESS owners are making a concerted bid 
to halt plans to make swathes of the borough 
cycle-friendly. 

The newly-created Save Our Green Lanes cam¬ 
paign group has launched a scathing attack on 
the consultation to make the stretch of Green 
Lanes between Enfield Town, including London 
Road, Park Avenue, Village Road and Ridge 
Avenue, and the North Circular Road in Palmers 
Green a safe place to cycle. 

The leaders of the campaign, N21 Online 
founder Helen Osman and businessman Costas 
Georgiou, are accusing the cycling gurus at 
Enfield Council of hiding the detail of the pro¬ 
posals deep in the consultation paperwork. 

The campaign group says: “There would be 
significant loss of on-street parking for the busi¬ 
nesses in Palmers Green and Winchmore Hill 
Broadway and in Green Lanes between Hazel¬ 
wood Lane and Lodge Drive. However, the coun¬ 
cil documents do not mention this.” 

In the consultation documents available on the 
Cycle Enfield website, council officers detail the 
changes to The Broadway in Winchmore Hill by 
referring to the stretch of road between Station 
Road and Lemleigh Road, which encompasses 


The Broadway, by stating that the current 59 
pay-and-display parking spaces will be reduced 
to 42 with 35 bays in Green Lanes and seven 
bays in sideroads. 

The area between Hazelwood Lane and Lodge 
Drive is covered by the council when it is men¬ 
tioned that from Pox Lane to Broomfield Lane 
the existing 47 spaces will go up to 60 by 
increasing capacity at the Lodge Drive car park. 

The campaigners also take issue with the fact 
that the proposed bus stop boarders - where 
buses stop in the bus lane and passengers alight 
not on to the pavement but on to a raised cycle 
lane - depositing them in the midst of flowing 
cycle traffic. 

However, cabinet member for the environment 
Daniel Anderson, told the Advertiser that he 
imagined the cycle lanes would not be “full of 
Chris Lroomes, but rather cyclists going at a 
gentle pace”. 

However, the boarded bus stops will still mean 
that cyclists will more than likely have to over¬ 
take buses by weaving into oncoming traffic, 
something Mr Anderson insists will not be dan¬ 
gerous for cyclists or drivers. 

“It is important to remember that the plans are 
not finalised,” added Mr Anderson, “and I am 
glad that Osman and Costas are having their say 
and getting involved in the consultation process.”

Hospital meeting

PROPOSALS for the redevelopment of Chase 
Farm Hospital are set to be discussed in a public 
meeting next month. 

The Royal Free London NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs the hospital, in The Ridgeway 
Enfield, will discuss the plans with residents at 
the meeting at the Dugdale Centre, in Cecil 
Road, Enfield Town, on Thursday September 10. 

The plans include construction of new build¬ 
ings with facilities for urgent care, an older per¬ 
sons’ assessment unit and non-emergency care. 


Other proposals include up to 500 homes, 
many of which will accommodate staff from the 
hospital, and a new primary school. 

Chase Farm Hospital director Fiona Jackson 
said: “On September 10 we expect to be in a 
position to share the finalised plans and update 
the community on the next steps regarding plan¬ 
ning matters. I hope to see a repeat of the great 
turnout for our last event.”

Ways to plan for future care 

Given the average cost of care in a residential home is around £700 a week and more than 
£1000 in a nursing home, it is easy to see how people’s assets are quickly exhausted if they 
spend their twilight years in a care home. For someone who needs care now or is likely to 
need it in the near future there are steps that they can take to pay for care and protect 
their assets. 

1. See if you are entitled to free NHS funded care.To be entitled the person must show they 
have a‘primary’ health need. Eligibility for a primary health care need isbased on whether the 
person has an intense, complex, unpredictable and continuous health care needs, which will 
be shown by the quantity and/or quality of care given.The NHS must carry out an assessment 
free of charge when it is requested. 

2. Look at ways to lawfully deprive yourself of assets that would otherwise be used to pay for 
care. Deliberate deprivation is unlawful. A large gift which reduces your estate significantly 
can be challenged by the local authority. However, the council must determine the significant 
reason for the gift. For example, a gift to relatives who are in financial difficulty or as a way 
to avoid inheritance tax can be viewed as lawful. 

3. Entitlement to assistance from Adult Social Services is means tested.Very often the main 
asset belonging to the person needing care is their home.There are circumstances when the 
property must be disregarded by the local authority when carrying out a means test. 

For example, a home you no longer live in but remains occupied by a spouse or partner 
must be ignored. So too if it is occupied by a relative aged 60 or over, or who is incapacitated. 

4. If the house must be taken to pay for care, find out if the local authority will agree to a 
deferred payment scheme.This is where the council agrees to a charge placed on the 
property to cover the cost of care to avoid it having to be sold.This will allow the family to 
benefit from the growth in the value of the home and it can be let to tenants to generate 
an income.

Festival addresses 
the broader issues

A TEENAGE activist who was instrumental in 
the successful campaign to get rid of topless 
models from The Sun newspaper has organised 
London’s first Woman Up festival. 

Yas Necati, 18, who lives in Palmers Green, 
has drawn together a band of activists, advocates, 
campaigners, performers, writers and poets for a 
weekend of debate and discussion geared 
towards exploring what it means to be a woman 
in society today. 

After her work in the No More Page Three 
campaign was lauded by a BBC3 documentary 
which featured her standing in front of Rupert 
Murdoch’s moving Range Rover in protest at his 
paper’s depiction of women, Yas wanted to 
address broader issues around women’s equality 
and has organised the Woman Up festival at Con¬ 
way Hall, in Red Lion Square, in central London, 
for the bank holiday weekend. 

“Unlike other events of its kind we have 
decided that you can just pay what you can 
afford, with the minimum set at £3,” the cam¬ 
paigner told the Advertiser. 

“I have deliberately tried to bring in a broad 
range of speakers, not just academics, and I’m 
hoping that by extending the breadth of the dis¬ 
cussion to consider different cultures, different 
economic and social backgrounds, and by adver¬ 
tising it on a different range of platforms, we can 
include women who may have been excluded by 
some other feminist events which have been seen 
in the past as almost speaking just to white, mid¬ 
dle-class women.” 

The festival takes place on Saturday and

Sunday and the agenda includes a panel discus¬ 
sion on The Politics of Women’s Bodies, featur¬ 
ing contributions from Chella Quint, from the 
Period Positive campaign and film producer 
Pandora Blake. 

“Battling for women’s equality nowadays can 
be difficult because sexism is everywhere, but it 
is not as obvious as it once was,” added Yas. 

“For example, with rape culture, there is not 
one specific tangible thing that we can point to 
to say - that is it, that is exactly what it looks 
like and to fight it we just have to stop doing 
that one thing. And I think that has to do with the 
fact that there is an illusion that we are in a post¬ 
feminist era.” 

“So that is why we need to hear from a range of 
experiences and discuss it as much as we can to 
raise awareness among all women.”

The 39-year old, from Hock¬ 
ley, in Essex, has been battling 
the aggressive, inoperable 
tumour since it was first diag¬ 
nosed in 2008. 

Steve has quit his job at TfL 
to spend more time with his 
wife and two daughters. 

Leon was previously touched 
by the loss of another friend 
from a brain tumour - Louise 
Hudson, from Tufnell Park, 
north London, who died in 
2010, aged 36.

“We don’t believe anyone has 
done an event quite like this 
before and we have been over¬ 
whelmed by the support we 
have had,” said Leon. 

Hugh Adams, head of exter¬ 
nal affairs at Brain Tumour 
Research, said: “Brain tumours 
kill more children and adults 
under the age of 40 than any 
other cancer, yet just one per 
cent of the national spend on 
cancer research is allocated to 
this devastating disease. This is 
unacceptable.”

LIFE is not all curtain calls and encores when 
you’re an actor with a small touring open-air the¬ 
atre company. 

For one, there aren’t any front-of-house cur¬ 
tains, plus it’s exhausting as the cast of the play Mr 
Stink will testify. 

Based on the hilarious children’s novel by com¬ 
edy actor David Walliams, this theatrical adaptation, 
currently on a nationwide tour, revisits Capel Manor 
Gardens, in Bullsmoor Lane, Enfield, for two shows 
tomorrow evening and on Friday, having previously 
been performed to packed audiences at the same 
venue early in July.

STRAIGHT OUTTA COMPTON 
(15,147mins) 


W HENEVER Hollywood 

immortalises pages from history 
at 24 frames per second, it’s 
wise to treat each lustrous dramatisation 
with a pinch of salt. 

Rigorous factual accuracy is often 
sacrificed at the altar of artistic licence. 

In the case of F. Gary Gray’s 
engrossing film, you will need to grab 
bulging fistfuls of sodium chloride. 

Not only are two of the key 
protagonists of this rags to musical 
riches biopic listed as executive 
producers, one of them - rapper turned 
actor Ice Cube - is portrayed by his son. 

The faint whiff of nepotism is 
overpowered by heady fumes of 
whitewash from Jonathan Herman and 
Andrea Berloff’s script, which neglects 
to address accusations of misogyny and 
homophobia levelled at California hip 
hop collective NWA. 

Regardless of the rosy tint to director 
Gray’s lens, Straight Outta Compton is a 
fascinating portrait of youthful 
exuberance, raw ambition and racial 
divide that rubs some of that salt into 
the deep wounds inflicted since the 
police shooting of teenager Michael 
Brown in Ferguson. 

The film opens in 1986 with pals Dr 
Dre (Corey Hawkins), Eazy-E (Jason 
Mitchell), Ice Cube (O’Shea Jackson Jr), 
MC Ren (Aldis Hodge) and DJ Yella (Neil 
Brown Jr) searching for an outlet for 
their creativity. 

Tensions are high between police and 
black youths - random stop and 
searches are an unwelcome part of 
neighbourhood life. 

“I’m the only gangster round here,” 
snarls one officer. 

With gentle persuasion from his 
buddies, Eazy-E sets up his own label,

HEAD coach Mauricio Pochettino 
expressed his frustration after his Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur side again let a winning 
position slip as they had to settle for a 
1-1 draw at Leicester City on Saturday. 

Spurs threw away a two-goal lead when 
they were held 2-2 by Stoke City in their 
previous outing, but they looked set to 
record their first win of the season when 
Dele Alii gave them the lead at Leicester 
with just nine minutes remaining. 

However, they were pegged back 
immediately as Riyad Mahrez equalised 
within a minute to ensure that the points 
were shared - much to the annoyance of 
Pochettino. 

“I’m angry for the situation where we 
conceded the goal,” he said. “For me it’s 
difficult to explain the way we conceded 
the goal, because we know how they 
play. 

“It’s not about tactics, it’s not about 
football - when you score and there are 
only a few minutes until the end of the 
game you need to compete better and 
this is where we need to improve. 

“The first half was 50-50, difficult for 
both teams. In the second half I thought 
we played much better, dominated the 
game, created chances and scored. It’s 
difficult to explain what happened after 
that. 

“We conceded a silly goal and it’s a 
shame because we deserved more but 


again, we pay for our mistake and only 
take a point.” 

Pochettino added: “It’s a difficult 
moment, but we need to keep working. 

I’m not worried because the team showed 
it’s alive and we’ve played very well in 
the three games. 

“We deserved more and the points we 
have on the table do not reflect how well 
we’ve played. But we’re looking forward 
and will try to improve the squad in the 
next week.” 

Meanwhile, Alii admitted to mixed 
emotions after seeing his first goal for the 
club cancelled out almost immediately. 

The midfielder signed for Spurs from 
MK Dons in January, but was immedi¬ 
ately loaned back to his former club for 
the rest of the season and did not make 
the move to White Hart Lane until the 
summer. 

“First of all I’m delighted to get some 
game time,” he said. “Everyone wants to 
play as much as they can and I’m grate¬ 
ful to the manager for bringing me on. 

“I found myself in the box and it was 
a natural reaction to put it in the net.
